Roadwork Ahead, Inc. (the “Company”) eams its revenuas principally from construction
contracts, which generally provide paymant for various types of road construction and paving
for governmental, institutional and commercial projects at specified prices. These contracts
nommally range between one to six months. Substantially all of the Company's contracts are
performed within the state of New Yoric.

Note 2 - Summary of Significant Accounting Policies
Income on Construction Contracts
‘Dug to the short ferm nature of the contracts, revenuos from construction contracts are

recognized under the accrual basis method of accounting. Under this method, revenues are
recognized when biifed and costs of revenues are recognized when incurred.

Contract Receivables

The Company’s exposure to credit risk is dependent, to a large extent, on the construction
Industry. The Company routinely addresses the financial strength of its customers, and, as &
consequence, believes that its receivable credit risk is fimited.,

The Company estimates the allowance for doubtful accounts based upon a review of
outstanding receivables and hlstorical collection information by customer. Normally
contract receivables are due within 30 days after the date of the requisition. Contract
retentions are generally due within 30 days after completion of the project and acceptance
of the owner. Where the contract provides for guarantee retainage provisions, such
retainage is generally due within one year of completion and acceptance of the project.
Receivables more than 90 days old are considered past dus. While such credit losses
have historically been within the Company’s expectations and the provistons established,
the Gompany cannot guarantee that the same credit loss rates will be expetienced in the

future. Contract receivables are written off when they are determined o be uncollectible.

Fixed assets are recorded at cost net of accumulated depreciation. Depreciation is computed
using the siraight-line method over the estimated useful lives of the assets.

- The Company particlpates in a multiemployer pensian plan (MEPP”) that provides retirement
benefits to certain union employees in accordance with ils collective-bargaining agreemant
(‘CBA). The rlsks of participating in this MEPP are differant from single-employer plans in the
following aspects:

» Assetls contribufed to the multiemployer plan by one etmployer may be used to provide
benefits to employees of other participating amployers,

e If a particlpating employer stops contributing to the plan, the unfunded obligations of the
plan may be borne by the remaining participating employers.

* |f the Company chooses to stop participating In the plan, it may be required to pay an
amount based on the unfunded status of the plan, referted to as a withdrawal Hability.

As one of many participating employers in this MEPP, the Company is responsible with the
other participating empioyers for any plan undarfunding. The Company’s contributions to this
MEPP are established by the applicable CBA; however, the required contributions may
Increase based on the funded status of the MEPP and legal requirements of the Pensicn
Protection Act of 2006 (the “PPA"), which requires substantially underfunded MEPPs to
implement & funding improvemant plan (“FIP”} or a rehabilltation plan (“RP") to Improve their
funded status. Factors that could impact the funded status of an MEPP include, without
limiation, Investment performance, changes in the participant demographics, decline in the
number of contributing employers, changes in actuarial assumptions and the utilization of
extended amortization provisions. A FIP or RP requires a particular MEPP to adopt measures
to varrect its underfunding status. These measures may include, but are not limited to: (a) an
increaise in our contribution rate as a signatory to the applicable CBA, (b} a reallocation of the
contributions already bsing made by participating employers for various benefits to individuals
participating in the MEPP and/or {c) a reduction the benefits o be paid to future and/or

contributions for the first year commencing shortly after the date the employer recelves nhotice
that the MEPP Is In critical status and a 10% surcharge on each succesding year until a CBA
is in place with terms and conditions consistent with the RP. The Company could algo bo

Due to the uncertainty regarding future factors that could trigger withdrawal liability, as well as
the absence of spedific information regarding the MEPP’s current financlal situation, the
Corrpany is unable to determine (a) the amount and timing of any future withdrawal liabitity, if
any, and (b) whether lts parficipation in this MEPP could have a material adverse impact on
its financlal condition, results of operations or fuidity. The Company did not record any
withdrawal lizhifity for the year ended December 31, 2013.

The following table detalls the domestic MEPP to which the Company contributes to as
defined by the PPA. The most recent PPA zone status available in 2013 for the plan's year-
end was used. The zone staius ig based on information that the Company received from the
plan and is certified by the plan’s actuary. Among other factors, plans in the red zone are
generally less than 65% funded, plans in the yellow zone are less than 80% funded, and
plans In the green zone are at least 80% funded.
